MATTHEW xViii. 33. 

Shoulde oft not Thou 45 all have Bad Compaſſion 

on thy Fellow ſervant even as I bad bin 
on Thee. | * 


HE immediate application of theſe words 
1 points out & us a leading character in one of 
thoſe beautiful pieces of moral painting, in which 
the divine Author of our holy Religion has with ſuch 
inimitable ſkill and addreſs given, as it were, a viſible 
ſhape and body to inſtruction; contriving under 
ſome natural alluſion, drawn from the common af- 
fairs of life, to deliver the moſt important truths in 
a manner, equally calculated to inform the igno- 
rance of the weak, to catch the attention of the 
ö B. care- 


1 


careleſs, and to leave the moſt laffing impreſſions | 
on the mind of every beholder ! ! 


The inſtructive Tablet, here held out to view, 
ſets before us a moſt ſtriking diſplay of God's mercy 
to his creatures, contraſted with their far different 
treatment of each other, under the ſimilitude f a 
King, who would take account of his ſervants. And 
when he had begun to reckon, one was brought unto- 
him, that owed him ten thouſand talents :”—a Debt 
far beyond the abilities of any one in ſuch a ſitua- 
tion to diſcharge! *Foraſmuch therefore as he had 
not. to pay, his Lord (as if to ſhew him, in the firſt 
Place, what in the extreme rigor of juſtice might be 
done) commanded him to be ſold, and his wife and 
children, and all that he had, and payment to be 
made.” But ſoon after, npon a proper application 
to his mercy, © he was moved with compaſſion, and 
looſed him, and forgave him the debt. When, 
inſtead of being diſpoſed by this ind treatment to 
extend that mercy to others, whoſe happy effects he 
had ſo ſenſibly experienced in his own diſtreſs; the 
ſame ſervant went out,” the parable informs us, (im- 
mediately, as it ſhould ſeem, upon receiving this act 
of grace) © and finding one of his Fellow-ſervants, 
who owed him only an hundred pence,” he laid hold 
of him in the moſt unfeeling manner, and demanded 
immediate payment. And although his Fellow-ſer-:

want even * Fell Jon at his feet, and beſonght him, 
to have patience with him, and he would pay him 
all; yet he would not; but went, and caſt him 1 into 
u till he mould pay the debt.“ 8 


Such an > evict. as this; avid every +: bettde no- 
tion men have formed of equity and humanity, 


could not fail to affect thoſe, who were witneſſes of 
it, in the manner deſcribed by the parable. < His 
Fellow-ſeryants, when they ſaw it, were very ſorry, 


and came, and told unto their Lord all that was 
done. Who in conſequence of this information, 
before he inflifts the puniſhment due to ſuch an 
abuſe of m 
crime in this ſhort, but comprehenſive charge 
O thou wicked Servant, 7 forgave tbee all that 
debt, becauſe thou deſiredſt me :—Shouldeft not rhox 
alſo have had compaſſion on _ g WOOD ue 
even as I had pity'on cher?“ — 


But, though this paſſage, taken thus connect- 


adly with the reſt of the narrative, bears reference 


more immediately to one particular ſubject only : yet 
conſidered independently, and by itſelf, it is cer- 


 tainly capable of a much more enlarged interpreta- 
tion; and contains one of the fulleſt and moſt ge- 


neral rules of moral conduct, that ever was delivered; 
0 to every relation in which we

cy, fums. up the full import of the

Rand, and founded: on that truly Chiiſtian ocintdphy 
of doing good to others, under a due ſenſe of that 
mercy, which we ourſelves have received! That mercy, 
which freely forgave us all thoſe debts, that we could 

never otherwiſe have diſcharged ! That mercy, 
which when we were loſt in treſpaſſes and ſin, and 
liable to all their fatal conſequences, pain and ſor: 
row, ſickneſs and death; not only freed us from 
thoſe bonds, but made us heirs of everlaſting' life! 
Mercy of ſo boundleſs a nature, when compared 


_ with any of our weak endeavours to imitate it! that 


the ſum of ten thouſand talents, put in balance with 
an hundred pence, as deſcribed in this parable, pres 
but a faint idea of the infinite diſproportion! | 


'To 1 a en do we look down, whe FROM 
this ſupreme ſource of Chriſtian Charity, we con- 
template thoſe inferior principles of Benevolence, 
which unaſſiſted reaſon has endeavoured to trace out! 


The moral pages of Philoſophy may poſſibly in- 
form us, that creatures placed in ſo precarious a 
ſituation, as we are ; who hold our life, our health; 
our beſt poſſeſſions, on the uncertain tenure of each 
day's accidents; muſt often be obliged to ſeek for 
ſhelter under our neighbour's roof. And from tence 
might be inferred the fitneſs of mutual comfort.and 
ſupport... But what idea of fitneſ can ever warm the 
heart

of gratitude and affection 4 which the ſincere Chri- 
ſtian en | 


Nay, even that warm Cr pring of pity, 5. in 
the breaſt of every one by the all- wiſe author of our 
Being, to quicken the ſlow deduCtions of our rea- 
ſon; or to ſupply their place, when more deli berate 
council might probably come too late; whatever 
influence it may have in diſpoſing us to kind and 
friendly offices; muſt yield to this more powerful 
and more generous emotion! 


Without examining however too nicely into the 
comparative merit of thoſe different motives, by 
which the Deity has amen fit to regulate the mo- 


ral conduct of his creatures ; or preſuming to ſet a- 


ſide any of them, as unworthy our regard; it may 
better become us to follow the rule our holy reli- 
gion ſeems to have preſcribed to us in this reſpect; 
which, whilſt © it ſhews unto us a more excellent 


way,” ſtrengthens at the ſame time every rational 


principle, — every yirtuous tendency in our nature; 
and leaves them thus improved to produce all the 
: | effects, for which. they were deſigned. | 


There is in fact diſtreſs enough in the world to 
u ev N principle of compaſſion we poſſeſs. 
And 


. for the * of this duty with that glow 
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An left they all ſhould fall, the Deity has made it 


our intereſt alſo, as well as duty, to give relief to 


thoſe who need it. For beſides the rewards, which 
he has promiſed to ſuch, as comply with his bene- 
volent purpoſes ; and exclafive of the pleaſure he 
has annexed to the performante of virtuous deeds ; 
the Frame of the world, like that of the body, is fo : 


put together, that even the leſs honourable parts are 


all equally neceſſary to the welfare of the whole. 


The higheſt member of the community cannot ſay 


to the loweſt, © I have no need of rhee.” —Suffer the 
poor to periſh, and who would miniſter to the ſtate 
and grandeur of the rich? 


So weakly founded is that Sena which would 
impeach God's moral Government from the unequal 
diſtriburion of things; a diſtribution, which is in 
fact one of it's ſureſt proofs! For were all men 


equally rich, equally wiſe, and equally powerful; 


what openings would be left for moral intercourſe? 
what room to diſplay our ſocial affections a 


How: then may the rich excuſe themſehves er any 
neglect of this kind: whoſe riches, it is probable, 
were given them for no other end, but to fill up 
one of thoſe vacancies in the moral ſyſtem, which 
might be purpoſely left open for them to ſupply ! 
They are fo far the favourites of heaven, as to be 


made

ſb the Stewards and Diſpenſers of it's bounty; 
and by this means have it in their power both to 


enjoy the immediate heart-felt ſatisfaction of doing 


good ; and alſo to ſecure, by ſo doing, an endleſs re. 
ward to themſelves hereafter. But if they fail in this; 
what will all their riches profit them on that great 


day of account, when the poor and naked ſhall be 


| heard againſt them? When in their name, the very 
Judge of all the earth ſhall himſelf declare; 7 was 


fich, and in priſon ; and ye viſited me not 


_ Happily for the Charity, which is the object of 
our preſent meeting, ſuch of the Rich, with whom 
we might claim any connection, are men of far dif- 


| ferent diſpoſitions ; whoſe liberality has already an- 


ticipated our warmeſt expectations. And we have 


only to lament, that with their benefactions, we can- 
not alſo be more frequently favoured with their pre- 
ſence, and the aſſiſtance of their judgment, in _ 
poſing of them to the beſt advantage. 


It is not however fron ſach only, as are eſteemed 


rich (whoſe character is ſometimes as much miſtaken 
as that of the poor) from whom a charitable Inſti- 
tution of this kind may expect ſupport. How many 


are there in this land of commerce every-where to 
be found, who contrive to live in eaſe and affluence 


by the mere labor and induſtry of others; employed 
| | too 


n 


too in arts and occupations, frequently pr prody 
very dangerous conſequences; neee by their 
very nature, fatal to the health of ſuch as are obliged 
to earn their hard ſubſiſtence in them! And how can 
theſe men expect, that God will give a bleſſing to 
their gains; unleſs they on their part be ready to 
contribute at leaſt ſome ſhare of their aſſiſtance to- 
wards the alleviating of ſuch accidents, and the 
cure of ſuch diſeaſes, as the manner, in which 
thoſe gains are acquired, may probably have occa- 
Honed ? 


"Bat who will ever 50 4 ſo Aricly 3 00 to 

a thorough diſcharge of all the duties of charity, as. 
we of this place? Many of whom derive the chief 
means of our own ſupport from the pious munifi- 
cence of former ages! Moſt of whom either already 
are, or expect ſoon to become, Teachers of Chri- 
ſtian Charity to other men! And all of whom are 
engaged in a courſe of thoſe ſtudies, which are em- 
phatically ſtyled THE STUDIES oF HUMANITY ! 
What bounds then can be ſet to obligations 
of ſo' extenſive a nature as theſe are, except ſuch 

only as muſt needs - ariſe from the nature of 
the ſituation, in which we are placed? Under 
which reſtriction, it were needleſs to bear wit- 
neſs; it is a fat, which will not be diſputed, 
that in no place is there more given to charitable 
| 5 uſes:

wht than in this Univerſity. Though i it may Rill - 


be wiſhed perhaps, that what is thus liberally be- 


ſtowed; were always as. judiciouſſy given, as it is 
charitably intended i Miſtakes in this matter muſt

. their duty, than a knowledge of the world. 


Cheats and impoſitions are indeed every-where fo 
frequently practiſed upon the humane and chari- 
table, that the man of more caution than benevo- 
lence is furniſhed with too many arguments to evade 
—_— — eee that can be made to his 
| 18 it for poverty alone you ſollicit his aſſiſtance ? 
It is owing, he may ſay, to vice and idleneſs : all 


encouragement given here will be a real i injury done 
ro the public. 


Are diſeaſes and Gi offered to his We 
tion? They are the ſtale tricks of the artful, he r may 
add, to impoſe * the credulous. 1 


Is the plea farther ſtrengthened by age and in- 
| firmities? The Laws of the Land, he may reply, 
have made ſufficient proviſion for all ſuch caſes. 


The humanity of our Laws is' indeed ſuch, that 


we are obliged to provide food and raiment at leaſt

for the helpleſs. But what laws, except” thoſe of 
Nr e itfelf, can ever properly oblige us to pro- 

cure © medicine alſo to heal their ſickneſs? — Oh 

may it never happen, to the di diſgrace' of our comm 

nature, that the proſpe& which Death affords, of 

putting a ſpeedier concluſion both to the ſorrows of 

the wretched ; and the care of thoſe; who thould © 
relieve them; be conſidered as à reaſon. for with- f 
halting from them this aſſiſtance ! _ 


But to whatever miſtakes we may be Hable in 
other inſtances, the Charity which now recom- 
mends itſelf to your protection, cert ſtands 
clear of all exceptions : A Charity, which, whit 
it reflects the credit upon us of taking it's firſt riſe 
from a member of our own community, has by 
this means a ſtill ſtronger claim to our utmoſt fa- 

vour and encouragement: : A Charity, which had 

ther the management of thoſe, to whoſe care it 
was originally entruſted, been aniſwerable to the be- 

nevolent intentions of it's Founder; or had our abi- 

lities to ſupply tbeir negleft been equal to our incli- 
nations ; might long ago have been (as by the bleſ- 

ſing of God on the bounty of it's preſent” Benefac- 

tors it is now at length become) the happy means 

of reſtoring health to many uſeful citizens, who for 


want of ſuch aſſiſtance have been, and ſtill might 
be loſt to their families and to the public. „

6 plan of this benevolent Kind needs no invidi- 
ous compariſon with other modes of charity, to 


ſhew it's excellence. Every object of real diſtreſs 


undoubtedly demands our compaſhonate regard ; 
and, in proportion to our means and opportunities 
our- charitable: aſſiſtance. But of all the various 
caſes, that may apply to our compaſſion, the moſt 


truly diſtreſsful ſeems to be Sichngſi in the houſe of 
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Health to the rich may be conſidered only as a 
neceſſary ingredient to give life's other pleaſures 
their true taſte and reliſh —But to the pop man it is 
more |—It is the very means, _ cr 
waned: oro? 


| Who then, that has wii a a 


this chief blefling, happy as he may have been in 
every other ſource of comfort; who indeed, that calls 


himſelf a man, and knows he eee 
ſo ſevere a loſs ;—but muſt feel for the forlorn 
ſituation of the poor and needy, when they lie on a 
bed of ſickneſs: when thoſe hard earnings, which 
before afforded them a bare ſubſiſtence, are now en- 
tirely at an end; and they who ſhould adminifter

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comfort to them, are themſelves too frequently 
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The charity of individuals however, when ſepa- 


rately beſtowed, muſt always prove an infufficient 
remedy for ſuch diſtreſs. How often muſt they, 


who are beſt able, and even willing to afford relief, 
be prevented by their very rank and ſituation from 
knowing, where ſickneſs has taken it's abode? 
How often, by the ſame means, muſt the fick con- 


tinue ignorant, at what hoſpitable door they may 
apply for help? Were even theſe difficulties re- 


moved; yet where might a proper place be found 
for the reception of the poor ?—How could advice 
and medicine be procured; or, what is ſometimes 


perhaps of almoſt equal efficacy towards their reco- 


very, how eould wholeſome food and ſuitable at- 
tendance be provided for them, but at an expence far
